1. MBFR: TEXT OF ALLIED PROPOSAL EMERGES FROM AD HOC GROUP 

THE AD HOC GROUP, AFTER LONG AND ARDUOUS DISCUSSION, 

HAS AGREED TO SUBMIT THE WESTERN FRAMEWORK PROPOSAL TO 
THE EAST IN THE FORM OF A WRITTEN MEMORANDUM. THE 
TEXT OF THE MEMORANDUM NECESSARILY EMBODIES CERTAIN 
COMPROMISES, BUT THE US REPRESENTATIVE BELIEVES THE 
PAPER IS A GOOD ONE AND THE BEST THAT CAN BE OBTAINED. 
FURTHER, IT LAYS OUT THE ALLIED POSITION CLEARLY AND 
EFFECTIVELY ENOUGH TO BE A USEFUL INSTRUMENT IN THE 
COMING WEEKS OF NEGOTIATIONS, AND AN EFFECTIVE COUNTER

3. SOVIETS UNHAPPY OVER US ROLE IN MIDDLE EAST 

EMBASSY MOSCOW SEES THE SOVIETS AS UNENTHUSIASTIC OVER 
THE US INITIATIVE IN STABILIZING THE MIDDLE EAST CEASE- 
FIRE WITHOUT THE PARTICIPATION OF THE USSR. WHILE THEY 
PROBABLY WOULD NOT TRY TO UNDERMINE THE ARRANGEMENT, THE 
SOVIETS WOULD NOT BE UNHAPPY IF HITCHES SHOULD DEVELOP 
WHICH WOULD REQUIRE THEIR INTERCESSION. THE EMBASSY 
THINKS THE SOVIETS WILL NOW TRY TO GET BACK INTO THE 
GAME, ALTHOUGH IT IS NOT YET CLEAR WHETHER THEY WILL 
PLAY A POSITIVE ROLE OR TRY SPOILER TACTICS.

4. EMBASSY RABAT ASSESSES IMPACT OF SECRETARY'S VISIT 

EMBASSY RABAT REPORTS THAT THE SECRETARY'S VISIT TO 
MOROCCO HAS HAD A GOOD EFFECT ON US-MOROCCAN 
RELATIONS. IT NOTES A MUCH MORE FAVORABLE ATTITUDE 
IN THE MOROCCAN PRESS AND MEDIA AND OF OFFICIALS 
TOWARDS THE US. THE EMBASSY STATES THAT KING HASSAN, 

WHO WAS DELIGHTED TO BE INCLUDED ON THE SECRETARY'S 
ITINERARY AND WAS REASSURED BY THE VISIT, IS USING 
HIS "LONG-STANDING AMERICAN CONNECTION" TO ENHANCE 
HIS CREDIBILITY AS A MAJOR ARAB STATESMAN.
